§ I. The Roman ſage lovingly expoſtula- 
ting with his friend Lucilius: 
Vhehce comes it, fays he, that Sen.Epift, 
it's a trouble to any to be wak'd 7. . 
from a pleaſant dream : becauſe : 
thereby he loſes the pleaſure, tho' only ima- 
ginative and-falſe, yet having the ſame effect 
4s if real? ſo was I injur'd by 
your Letter. For it cecald me Deſcription 
from a fit Meditation I had then Eternity. 
reſign'd my ſelf to, had it been 
permitted me, not to have been interrupted. 
las extreamly delighted and found great 
' WH pleaſure in the enquiry and belief of the 
Eternity of Souls. For I eaſily credited 
te opinions of famous Men, and this filling 
i W me with great hope, I became deſpicable ts 
my ſelf, and contemn'd the Relicts of my 
feeble Age, being to paſs into that immenſity 
of time, and the poſſeſſion of all Eternity. 
When I was ſuddenly awaken'd by your Let- 
ter, and ſo loſt that pleaſant dream, Which 
if I might leave you, I ſhall again ſeck and 
recover. | 
Here I am almoft perſwaded into the be- 
ef of that which an ancient writer affirms. 
Flavinus Lucius Dexter the Barcelonian Cap- 
fain of the Guard to the Oriental Emperour, 
and a great friend of Saint Jerom's, has writ 
a Chronicle, In 1t to the year of our Savi- 
our Chriſt ſixty four, concerning the Goſpel 
he thus ſpeaks, B 2 Lucits

Lucius Annæus Seneca the Spaniard barn 
at Corduba, having held correſpondence with 
Saint Paul by Letters, was perfectly inſtru- 
cted in the Chriſtian Religion, and being be 
come a private Chriſtian, is believ d to have 
been his Diſciple ; and he writes lovingly to 
Saint Paul, when tarrying in Spain. 

In this matter I affirm nothing my ſelf, | 
but reverence the teſtimony of the ancient | 
Chronographer. Surely Anneus Seneca ap- 
ply'd himſelf not only to the Conſideration, 
but alſo to the belief of Eternity. Let us f 
obſcrve, how wiſely he ated herein. He be b 
gan to weigh Eternity by the Moments of WM , 
his Life, and that moſt attentively. For h 
compares this contemplation to a drean 1

that luls aſleep the laborious watches of 2 
the outward fences, and commands the in 
v-ard ones to watch. This is Meditation. Wl nr 
And Anneis bears the interruption of this hi: 
Meditation very impatiently. For Meditz 
ting on theſe things with great advantage 
IT contemn'd, ſays he, the remainder of my 
Life, and transfer'd my ſelf into that endleſ 
volume of Apes. 

All things now ſeem'd loathſome to Sent 
ca himſelf, in compariſon of that one pol: 
ſeſſion of a boundleſs Eternity. What ſha 
we Chriſtians do ? If they being quite blind 
ed with gentle darkneſs, ſo meditate on Etet- 
nity 2 In vain do we believe an Eternity, 
if we ſeldom or coldly think upon it. Wc 


are mov d by a thouſand cauſes, continual! 
10 
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to meditate upon Eternity. Let this be in 
the room of many. Eternity ſoftens and 
mollifies the hardeſt hearts, even almoſt the 
very flint aud ſteel, and overcomes all obſti- 
nacy of the mind. The Man's undone, 
whom Eternity do's not reform. Let him 
go on and periſh, who is ſo deeply buri'd in 
ſleep, as not to hear nor be rous d at this 
dreadful thunder. 

But you may ſay: The burnings of the 
Dimn'd in Hell ſhou'd be ſet before thoſe, 
that are haſtaing thither. Why ſhou'd they 
be terrifi d with em that are daily breathing 
after Heaven, and ceaſe from ſinning, not 
for fear of puniſhment, but for love to God. 
What profit will it be to thoſe to meditate 
on the eternal fires? Very much. And for 
that reaſon I bring this trebble proof, that 
muſt be often look d to in this treatiſe. 

6 IT. Firſt, By the Contemplation of 
theſe infernal Torments, great joy will ariſe 
to the Saints. For whilſt witha certain hope 
they think of their freedom from em, their 
heart leaps within 'em for joy. Hence comes 
the moſt affectionate thanſgiving, hence 
e ſprings the deepeſt ſelf-contempt, and largeſt 
ol- Wl cxaltation and praiſing of the Divine Good- 
1a Wneſs. But becauſe even good Men have 
their ſlips and errours, Eternity being pre- 
e entiy thought on, reminds 'em of their 
I. fault, and puts 'em in remembrance. Take 
Weed my Reader, and be cautious, thou art 
ot yet got beyond all danger. Art thou

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6 The firſt Conſideration 
certain of perſevering todeath? It's nothing 
but meer Grace that continues perſeverance 
to the Tomb. We can't merit this Grace 
by any act of ours, nor muſt we in this call 
God our debtor, He gives ug Man a Bill of 
aſlurarce, ſhou'd he deny thee this Grace of 
perſeverance, thou art tor ever undone, 

This 1s a ſtrong bridle for the beſt Man. 
For we know there have been thoſe, that 
have ſerv'd God for forty, fifty years, and 
more; and at liſt have ſully'd all their for- 
mer fanQity by a ſhameful Concluſion, juſt 
like Hero in Caſſianus. He that ſeriouſly 
conſiders this, excites the beſt affections in 
himſeit, 

Another is, wherever Eternity is atten- 
tively conſider'd, there cannot but follow 
great affection and delight, fervency of mind, 
and a wonderful care and circumſpection in 
all our actions. This one cogitation admira- 
bly ſhews, that all things belong to God, as 
the ſupream Lord and Soveraign ; that our 
moſt perfect ſervices are unworthy of him; 
that nothing is or can be equa] to his Al- 
gighty and infinite Majeſty, but all things 
are für beneath and infericur to him. The 
fame Meditation of Eternity continually re- 
members us of the preſent ſtate of our Life, 
of it's uncertainty and brevity, and admo- 
niſhcs and tells us, that now is the time for 
hbouring and meriting, that everlaſting va- 
cation is approaching, that the years to 
2ame are Eternal, without end, in which 

| we 
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we can neither labour nor merit any thing 
in the leaſt, | 

I read, J remember, not without admira- 
tion of a Man, that thus contemplated Eter- 
nity in his mind : What Man, ſays he te 
himſelf, that's in his wits or uſes his reaſon, 
will accept of the Kingdoms of France, Spain, 
and Poland, tho' very rich, upon condition, 
that he ſhall lay upon his back, on a ſoft bed 
of Roſes, for forty years together! And tho 
foch an one perchance ſhou'd be found, and 
ſhou'd agrec to the terms; yet (certainly) 
beſore he had laid three years to an end he'd 
break off, and intreat to be permitted to 
riſe; chuſing to be without not only thoſe 

three, but all the Kingdoms in the World, 
rather than lay ſo continually, tho" on a very 
ſoft Bed, either for ten years only; or twen- 
ty, or thirty, or as the bargain was forty, 

i; it ſo, that no Man in his wits can be 
found, that's willing to lay on this bed, 
thirty or forty years to gain three Kingdoms? ? 
How blind, how ſurtous madneſs is it there- 
fore, that for the vileſt trifles and baubles, - 
thou'lt run the risk of eternal ſufferings, and 
perpetrate ſuch wickedneſs, for which thou lt 
be tormented in a fiery Priſon, not for forty, 
nor four hundred, nor four thouſand, nor 
tour hundred thouſand years, but for ever. 
O mortals we are acted by the moſt outragi- 
ous furies, unleſs we are now wiſe- in due 
time, and for cur good. 
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$ III. The third proof is this: I with 
I cou'd perſwade all that read theſe lines, to 
accuſtom themſelves to ufe this double ſort 
of Spectacles. We may call the one green, 
the other blew. The green are to be us 
after this manner. As often as it is well with 
us, when our Body or Soul, or either part of 
us is affected with pleaſure, as often as any 
_ lovely or beautiful to our Eyes, or 
pleaſant to our Ears, or delightful to our? 
Taſt, or grateful to the ſences of ſmelling 
and feeling, preſents it felf. Laſtly, whate- 
ver delights or pleaſures befals us, let us 
preſently thus make uſe of the green Spetta- 
cles, and reaſon after this manner : Lo this 
is pleaſant, this is delightful and lovely But 
what is all this, I pray you tothe Eternity of 
the Bleſſed ? What is this drop of Honey, 
to that ocean of it in Heaven? Why do! 
vatnly lick and lap here? Why keep I my 
ſelf from eternal joys by theſe ſtarving lap- 
ings ? Look up to, and aſpire after that Eter- 
nity of the Bleſſed, where all poſſible plea 
ſure is in great affluence and abundance. 

And ſuch a Cogitation as this is of great 
ufe and benefit, and does much good 1n the 
midſt of onr feaſls and jollities, and in the 
very height of our pleafures, if we dont 
wilfully prevent and hinder it. We muſl 
have recourſe to this ſecret of art in all out 
delights, and this is uſing the green Specta- 
cles : to erect the mind, transfer it to future 
things, and take as it were a prelibation 5 
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the Celeſtial pleaſures, ſo ſhall we moderately 
and without any harm enjoy our Recreations. 
But when it goes ill with us, when either 
pain wears and decays the Body, or ſickneſs the 
Mind, when we are full of vexation, afflicti- 
on, and torment, we muſt preſently appl 
the blew Spectacles, and thus reaſon with 
our ſelves : Is this ſo vexatious and torment- 
ing to you, that it makes you almoſt di- 
ſtrated ? But what is this, I beſeech you, 
to the Eternity of the Damn'd ? Look down 
and conſider what they undergo. What- 
ever thou ſuffer'ſt here is a meer trifle, what- 
ever torments thee here is à ſtory and jeſt, 
our fires are but ſhadows to thoſe burnings 
of Hell; the puniſhments we-undergo here 
are pleaſures to thoſe endleſs torments below. 
Why then doſt thou tire Heaven and 
Earth with thy vain complaints ? By. this you 
too much diſcover » your impatience, . and 
(pardon the Word) your folly. . It's certain 
you don't know what Hell is, if you did you 
wou'd not be ſo querelous. But you object 
your miſery and trouble. What's that 1 
pray you? Are you forc'd to ive in a ſtable ? 
But there the damned inhabit fiery ſties full 
of the moſt noiſom ſtink, and that for + 


ever. Does 8 hunger pinch thee ? 


But there they have neither a crumb nor 
drop to ſatisfie their hunger and thirſt, 
they hunger and thirſt, and that for ever. 
Doſt thou ſeem to thy ſelf to ſwim in tears? 
If thou wilt this is matter of joy : There 
hall be weeping but tearleſs, there ſhall be + 

; B 3 gnaſn- 
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gnaſhing of teeth but fruitleſs, and that for 
ever. Do thy enemies trouble thee, and 
envious ſlanderers detra& thee ? What's this 
to Kell, where the moſt hateful ſociety of 
the damned, and all the Devils muſt be in- 
dur'd and that for ever. Does griet and 
trouble perplex and fret thee ? There their 
hearts are rent with continual deſpair, and 
that for ever. Here perhaps thou lay'ſt on 
the ground, or ſleep'ſt on a Plank or hard 
Coverlet ? There fire is their bed, and they 
never ſleep and that for ever. 

If we uſe theſe Spectacles after this man- 
ner, we ſhall not complain even of the 
greateſt misfortunes. And what at other 
times ſeem'd hard and intollerable, will now 
ſeem momentary and ſmall. We ſhall be 
forc'd to confeſs: That all finite afflictions, 
O my God, are pleaſant and an Heaven, 
compar'd to the Eternity of the damned. 

S Iv. This double fort of Spectacles are 
and have been always uſed by the beſt Men. 
St. Gregory owns that he was greatly help'd 
and aſſiſted by em: And when ſays he, | 
conſider 700 fitting on the Dunghil, obn 
hungering in the Wilderneſs, Peter hanging 
on the Croſs; James beheaded by Herod ; } 
think how will God puniſh thoſe hereafter 
whom he reje&s, if he ſo ſeverely treats 
thoſe he loves? If he deals ſo with his inti- 
mate friends in the time of his grace, 
how will it be with his enemies in the time 
of his juſtice and fury,

Chryſoſtome All that we fuffer here is a meer 
jeſt and laughter, if compar'd with thoſe 
torments. The Grecian Orator joining in the 
ſame cauſe: It's certain, ſays he, that theſe 
torments here are only temporal, but there 
the worm dies not,and the fire 1s not quench- 
ed. Fire, Sword, wild Beafts, or any thing 
that's more terrible, is not ſo much as a 


| ſhadow to thoſe torments. Do we not ſee 


earthly Soldiers, that attend on Princes, 


how they drag the Criminals, how they bind 


and ſcourge em, and tear the very fleſh of 
their Bodies. But all this is 2 jeſt and ſport, 
to thoſe Puniſhments. For theſe are alſo 
temporal: But there the worm dies not; 
and the fire is not quenched. 

Theſe Spectacles muſt be continually us d 
in all affairs, both trouble ſome and grie vous, 
and pleaſant and delightful. Elſe that only 
will ſeem valuable to us, that's neareſt our 
fight; preſent pain or pleaſure will affect us 
and all that's future, like things plac'd at 2 
great diſtance, will be hardly diſcern'd: 
Therefore we muſt have recourſe to 'em in 
all that, we fee, hear, ſmell, taſt, and oy 
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for our clearer beholding things tat ' are 
more hoe * 1 
§ V. Chryſoſtome amply confirm- &. 
ing this :. when ſays he, thou conf ns * 
ſeeſt any great and good thing in „ 
the preſent life, think on the 7 1 1 1 
Kingdom of Heaven, and thou'lt _— © 
eſteem it as nought :-When any terribe

thing think on Hell, and thou'lt laugh at it. 
When any bodily luſt invades thee, confider 
and weigh the pleaſure of that Sin, that it's 
of no worth, becauſe its pleaſure is not true 
and real. For if we are deter'd from many 
evil acts by fear of earthly laws, much more 
by the remembrance of eternal puniſhment 
and everlaſting pain. If the fear of an 
Earthly King keeps us from ſo many vices, 
how much more the fear and dread of an 
Eternal King? How then may we always 
have this fear impreſod upon us? If we al- 
ways give ear and attend to the Scriptures, 
For if the fight only of a dead Man ſo curbs 
and aws our mind, how much more ſhou'd 
Hell and the fire that's unextinquiſhable, If 
we often think on Hell'we ſhan't quickly go 
thither, * 
Phalaris's Bull was formerly a _— 
dreadful puniſhment. Its original 2 4 
was hence. A certain workman ,,, 
built-Phalaris the Tyrant of Agry- 
gentum a brazen Bull, of ſo exquiſite and 
lubtile contrivance, that if any were put in 
it, and a fire kindl'd under it, the extremi-

ty of the tedious torture forcing 'em to cry 
out, it ſounded like the lowing of a Bull. 
The maker himſelf being ſhut 1nto it, firſt 
handſeld the cruel product of his Art. Into 
this brazen fiery priſon the noble Martyr 
Euſtachius being throwa with his Wife Theo- 
piſte and his Children, glorioutly expii'd 
amidſt the moſt barbirous torments, thro out 
all ages a wonderful example of conſtancy, 
Will you call theſe torments Hell, but O 
mild Hell, and of ſhorteſt duration! And 
tho' it's not ditficult to follow him in thought, 
yet what we feel our ſelves we comprehend 
eaſier by our underſtanding, and ſooner by 
our will and memory, therefore in al! that: 
pleaſant and delightful, or tormenting and 
troubleſome, we muſt ſo uſe the Spe ctacles as 
immediately to ſay: What's this to Eterni- 
ty, what's that to Hell? Let us ſuffer on. 
Whatſoever we endure here is a jeſt and 
ſhadow to the immortal torment of Etter. 
nity. 

I thought fit my Reader, to tell thee this 
before hand; it's the greateſt art often 
rightly to meditate on future thins:,

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CHAP. II. 
The firſt Torment of HelPs Eternity. 
DARKNESS. 


N our parts the nights are at longeſt in 
winter, but much ſhorter in ſummer; yet 
its poſſible that a night in ſummer may ſeem 
longer to ſome, than the longeſt in winter. 
How long muſt that night be, that ina few 
hours cloaths youth with the hoarineſs of 
od Age: That this is poſſible undoubted 
witnefles, or our own experience aſſures us. 
Nor do the learned deny, but that there 
have been thoſe that have grown hoary in 
one night, Didacus Cſerius being caſt into 
priſon by the King of Spain at Sevi/,- turn d 
ary in one nights time through grief and 
fear conceiv'd at his impriſonment. The 
Poet of Bybilis thus ſung of old.

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More rightly might 1 ſay, O night how 


grow old, but to dye a thouſand times and 
oftner! Such are the nights in Hell, in which 
the damned dye a thoufand: times and oftner, 


las! how long's the night, which ſeems 
a longer than a year, longer than an Olympia- 
= decor luſtrum; yea, longer than an age. But 
=. longeſt is that night after which comes no 
day, and moſt dreadful is that night that's 
Einvolv'd in eternal darkneſs, With ſuch a 
night, and with ſuch darkneſs does God 
execute luis vengeance on his enemies. The 
damned are wholly excluded all light, and 
have their dwelling allotted em far from 
Fun, Moon and Stars.

T* the winter careleſly neglects the rig 
Grapes, and defer to preſs em, being 
rotten, they yield ſuch filthy and unpleaſant 
wine, that none, not even a drunkard wi 
drink it. Godly tears are precious liquoly 
and excellent wine, even drink for Angel 
if timely ſhed. « "IR 

Bernard confidently affirms, that our teat 
are the Angels delight, if they proceed from 
holy ſorrow, or divine love. But if the) 
are not timely ſhed, or upon a laudable or- 
caſion, they degenerate into ſharp ſour wine; 
a miſerable and unprofitable liquor. | 

Thoſe monſters of King Herod and Anti 
chus pour'd forth tears but not ſcriousenough, WM! 
and beſides they were too late. The hunt/4 
man Eſau, Paul being witneſs, ,,, 4 
found no place of repentance, though * 
be ſought it carefully with tears ; unſcalt 
nable tears are baſe and deceitful wine. 
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The time of living, is the time of weep- 
ing; they that ſow in tears, ſhall reap in joy. 
They went forth and wept ſowing ; „ - 
their ſeed. After this manner is 28.8.6. 
pleaſant wine pour'd forth fragrant to the 
Angels. 

The Elephant ſometimes makes a ſad noiſe 
in the night, as it were lamenting his ſlave- 
ry, We live in the night, whilſt we live, 
and alaſs how often do we ſerve our vices 
why may we not then juſtly lament our mi- 
ſerable flavery ? He neglects the ripe Grapes, 
and lets 'em rot on the Vine, that refuſes to 
weep with Peter and Mary Magdalen. Our 
tears are too late in the other World ; our 
time of weeping is in this Life. Wo to the 
wretches that are in the houſe of eternal 
grief there weeping is begun, but not end- 
ed. Eternity is the Manciple of per petual 
tears. 

This is the ſecond torment of the damned, 
weeping, of which our Saviour ſpeaks moſt 
plainly : There ſhall be weeping 
and gnaſhing of Teeth. Darkneſs 
is the torment of the Eyes, weeping of 
the Ears, We have-treated of the firſt of 
theſe-1n the foregoing Chapter, and come. 
now to ſpeak to the ſecond. - 

§ I, Chriſt very often mention'd the 
tears of the damned in his moſt divine Ser- 
mons, leſt the teſtimony of the 
the greateſt ſorrow ſhou'd flip out 
at our memories. Hence theſe

roaring, laments, and howlings of ſo mam 
hundred thouſand wretches, that will mak: 
ſuch terrible yellings, juſt as if fo many Oxe! 
were roſted alive, or fierce Dogs that wer 
bound ſhou'd ſtrive and ſtruggle to break 
looſe, but cou'd not. 
How unpleaſant muſick is it, to have ou 
neighbour's yard ſull of dogs, in the night 
time ſtuning the ears of the reſtleſs tc 
Man with their continual barkings ? But 0 
how pleaſant is this muſick of the Dog: 
O how mild and ſhort laſting a Hell is thi 
to the flaming dens of the damned, tha! 
reſound with their continual roarings ! | 
Thus are the filthy looſe love ſongs, a,. 
wanton tunes, thus are the ſongs at dance 
and unclean ballads puniſh'd : Inſtead d 
which, wo, wo, wo, ſhall always reſound i 
The damned willcurſe God and the Ble 
and even themſelves, and all the compani!! 
of their wickedneſs, with continual exccri

Yet they'l lament nothing ſo much, as 
their moſt ſhameful loſing their time; that 
they have ſo ſlothfully and ſhamefully ſpent 
ſo many fit hours, ſo many opportune days, 
ſo many weeks and months, even ſo many 
years will fill them with moſt-vehement 
ſorrow, but alas too late. 

Peter Reginaldus relates, That a godly Man 
being at prayers, heard a mournful Voice, 
he ask d who it was, what it lamented, and 
at it defir'd ? to which the Voice replyd :

torment would it grow, only by its Eternity? 
Alas, even a flea-bite, or ſtinging of 2 gnat, 
yet if it ſhould laſt for ever, how inexpreſſi- 
ble a torment would it be? What horrour 
therefore will plague the damned, cven 
from this one, but continual cogitation; 
this tire mufl be endured for ever, this how.. 
ing muſt be heard for ever, this ſtink muft 
be ſmeit for ever; hence comes weeping 
that exceeds the moſt bitter; hence cternal 
horrour. 

Terrour, fear, howling, and anguiſh ſhali 
(eize upon the priſoners of Hell on every 
lide, becauſe no centuries of years, nor 
o'ympiades, nor luſtres, nor ages, nor inv vi- 
ades of ages will exhauft thoſe torments. 
Moſt rightly does Fob call it, etern davk- 
neſs, 

Sometimes a fick Man thinks a night onger 
than a year; how many years therefore, 1:0 
many ages will one year of the damned ig 
clade, in which there is not a moment in 
which moſt dreadful death will not {ctzc vp 
on *em ; eternal ſorrow is the companion ol 
eternal death.

Whatever the N 
ſoners eat here, whatever they let in oro 
they are forc'd to keep in the ſame pla 
with 'em, to the incredible irkſomneſs 2 
torment of their ſmelling : Hence that 7, 
panian priſon, and jail, and ſtable, is f 
more filthy than King Augias's ſtable, u 
more dreadful than death it ſelf. 

And becauſe I have mention'd this Priſa 
it may not be amiſs to give you a ſhort de 
eription of it. | 

It was eight foot broad, fix foot high, a 
twelve foot long, and in ſhape exactly l 
a Cage. For it was wall'd neither wi 
bricks nor board, but join'd together mi 
ſlakes about two fingers diſtant from one an 
ther; hence the Priſoners were expos d toi 


it was cover d with tiles, yet becauſe tit 
poſts were apart from one another, like 
Chicken's coop; they let in not only ti 
heat and cold, but alſo the wind, rain, att 
Mow, its gates were faſtn'd with a gre 
bar, and ſo narrow were they, that a Mt: 
cou'd go through them; on one fide then 
was a window about as large as a plate, 
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at which the guard gave the Priſoners victu- 
als ; round 1t went a path of four foot broad, 
and this was compaſs'd about with a double 
Palizade, made of thick high trees, ſharpn'd 
toa point, and faſtn'd by thorns from aboye. 
Through this Palizade there was but one 
paſſage, there were alſo houſes built in two 
parts, one for the centry that watch'd night 
and day ; and another for the Corporal or 
Captain of the watch, who was often calling 
upon them to do their duty ; finally, the reſt 
of the place was encloſs d with a well forti- 
fy'd fence, 1n which was the chief gate, and 


the path that lead to the gate of the inner 


Palizade. 

The narrowneſs of the place was ſuch, 
that they had not room to lay down, unleſs 
very painfully, nor to walk the length of 
one pace. ; 

The ſcarcity , of victuals was equivalent to 
the narrowneſs of the Priſon ; their life was 
a continual faſting, and that ſo ſharp, that 
they had juſt victuals enough to keep them 
from dying, but not to ſatisfie their hunger ; 
their ordigary meals were two porringers of 
cold rice boil'd in clear water, and one diſh 
of ſtinking gladen; their porridge was tem- 
perd with unpleaſant herbs, and ſo bitter 
that it could ſcarce be ſwallow'd ; yet this 
Priſon, tho* worſe than Death, is an Heaven, 
if compar'd to the Priſons of Hell,

Al amongſt filth aud worms, and can neither 
fit, nor [ye with eaſe ; where black pourny 
is their meat, and ſtinking water their drivk; 
where hunger, ſtink, and ſorrow ſcarce ad- 
mit of any ſleep, and let this be endui'd 


only for a thouſand years. Let Hell, I ay 


be nothing elſe but ſuch a Priſon as this; 
yet who does not tremble only at the name 
of Hell? but if we ſtrictly examine the

ſleep ; there are ſome hours for repoſe ; but 
in Hell there's neither food nor reſt, not 
ſleep; there the blackeſt broth would be Am- 
brofia, and the filthieſt water would be 


Nectar. None ever laid in our — 
ou- 
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thouſand years, but in Hell, which is moſt 
lamentable, a hundred | thouſand years take 
not fo much as one ſmall moment from 
Eternity, after a thouſand Millions of years 
Eternity is ſtill the ſame, always entire. 

Alfo our Priſons tho' terrible, are flame- 
leſs, and have the Arrows of death for a 
Comfort. But theſe of the damned are ful} 
of flames, and unſmelded from the Darts of 
future Death; for in Hell death is always 
preſent, but it is death without death, con- 
tinuil death, that will laft without end. 

Alas, how thoughtleſs are we, how regard- 
lefs of theſe things, that are to be thought on 
erery hour, and moſt diligently confider'd; Ber-

II E Roman writer having recited" ant 
diſtinguiſted ſeveral puniſhments, {| 
laſt declares, Fire tobe tit 
greateſt ; human eruelty, 1ngenþ 
ous in torments, has invented moſt exquiſit 
ones, yet none's more fierce, none's more i 
hement than Fire. Cæſar Valerian the Roma, 
the continuer of Dectus's cruelty, if he cou 
have found out a torment more raging tha 
Fire, would certainly have plagu'd Laurentis 
with it; ancient cruelty ſcarce diſcoyerdi 
greater Torment, than gentile burning, and 
roaſtinga live; Fire is the greateſt and moi 
dreadful torment. 

But if it were poſſible for a Man guilty d 
high Treaſon, and many other villanics, ft 
be burnt a thouſand times, ſo that this 
niſhment ſhould always laſt an hour at? 
time, it might be juſtly ſaid, Fire is the 
greateſt torment; to be burnt alive is c 
tainly the greateſt torment that is. But 0 
mild Hell, O gentle fire, to be burnt al 
even a thouſand times! this cruel _ 
3 ; N (0 
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(to endure the Fire a thouſand hours) would 
ſeem far more mild to the Priſoners of Hell, 
than a pardon to a Man that's juſt going to be 
executed. 

But the Decree is firm and fix'd, a Decree 
immutable, irrevocable ; the words of Chriſt 
the ſudge are moſt plain and clear, go into 
everlaſting fire, all Chriſtian Churches teach 
that the wicked will be tormented with 
eternal and endleſs fires.

and how ſtrange is it that when the torch is 
extinzuiſh»d, then it's lighted. Why there- 
fore cannot God caule the Bodies of the 
Dead to riſe again, and the Bodies of the 
Damned to be tormented with eternal fire, 
who has made the World full of innumerable 
iracles in Heaven, Air, Earth, and Water, 


hen even it ſelf isa greater and more excel- 


lent miracle than all thoſe with which it 
abounds; why may we not ſay, that though 
by ſtrange, yet true means. even bodileſs 
Spirits, can be tormented with the puniſh» 
ent of corporeal fire? what God foretold 
by his Prophet of the everlaſting torment of 
he damned, ſhall be fulfill'd 
d the full, their worm ſhall nog La. 66. 24. 
he, neither ſhall their fire be quenched, 
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* gviſhable, thrice repeated by our Lord, wil 


A fourth difference is, our fire burns and 
increaſes according to the quantity of the 
fuel, or decreaſes, the fuel leſning or fail 
ing; but the eternal fire is fed by divine 
juſtice, it cannot be quench'd by any Se 
it's unextinquiſhable, this one word, next 


either draw us from our vices, or prove us 
to be brutes. 

$ III. And this fire of Hell will be ſuite 
to every ones ſins and wickednefles ; diving 
juſtice will uſe it as a ſcourge, according ty 
the meaſure. of their fins, wil 
be the meaſure of their plagues; 
as of many criminals, one may be puniſh 
more ſeverely than another, with one ant 
the ſame ſcourge. 

Hence appears the madneſs of ſome Men 
that ſcarce promiſe themſelves any thing es 
than Hell;theirwords and expreſſions are ſud 
as theſe, ſince we are in the way tot 
Kingdom of darkneſs, we wou'd be carry 
thither full ſpeed; let us take care, that itt 
well with us here, and ſince we ſhall ment 
plagues, let's merit them nobly. 

Go on O furious, go on, and beliere Mer, 
the greateſt felicity to abound with pe... 
ſures; to day drown your ſelves in Winem ee 
ſoft feather Beds, to morrow perhaps youl Meafur 
be drown'd in Flames; all the Prifoners We, . 
Hell are tormented moſt dreadfully, bu 
thoſe more dreadfully than the reſt, that oft 
ner and more heinouſly offended the q 
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mizhty, for he will ſend fire and : 
— into their tleſh, that nen 
they may be burnt and feel it for ever. 

Holy Profper beſt of all in my ſenſe, both 
ſuccinctly and pithily ſhews, how this puniſh- 
ment of eternal fire is to be thought on; his 
words worthy Cedar are theſe, continual 
fighs, penal ſufferings, the extreameſt ſor- 
row, eternal pain and torture will torment 
heir Souls, and yet not deftroy'em ; pumiſh 
their Bodies, yet not conſume them; for as 
we have no puniſhment that torments more 
iercely than fire, ſo neither is there any that 
ſooner ceaſes tormenting, by conſuming what

evil to it ſelf, We may agree, ſays Sl 


in this, that evil actions are ſcourg by 
Conſcience, and it's a very great tormeds = 
it, that it's ſo infeſted and plagu'd with! ite 


tinual ſollicitude and trouble; wicked 
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drinks the greateſt part of its own poyſon, 
and is it's own puniſhment; it never goes 
well with a guilty perſon, 
Auſtin whom I nam'd before, marking 
his; where can a Man, fays he, run from 
imſell? where e'er he flees felf, he draws 
uch a ſelf after him, and where &er he 
raws ſuch a felf, ſelf will torment him; 
pd fully and clearly knows ſuch a great 
puniſhment of the Soul, ſuch great Afflictions, 
uch Hells, and Torments; as many as a 
lan's Sins are, ſo many are the Torments of 
is Soul, which are by ſo much the more 
el, by how much the more 1nteriour. 
And the reaſon's plain; when all things are 
adverſe, when Heaven and Earth pour down 
rouble upon us, even then there remains a 
etuze in God; tho none comfort us, yet 
od is comfort enough; but if the Conſci- 
nce be polluted; there's no comfort to be 
ound any where, neither in the Creatures 
tor the Creator; all things are unpleaſant 
Ind bitter: And where can'ſt thou flee ?

Nei 
ther do we wonder that it's affirm'd, that in 
this Moment of Lite eternal joy may be obs 
tain d. For we attribute this not to out 
own, but Chriſt's Merits, 

But that which we wonder at 1s this; 
oft times in a very ſ} ort time, even in one 
Moment, nay in one Copitation, eternal 
puniſhment is merited ; How our Sins are df 
infinite wickedneſs, and therefore deſerve 
infinite puniſhment, exceeds our underſtand- 
ing; we don't reach this ſecret of Theology.

A Man at thirty years Old is caſt to Hell, 
becauſe he ceas d not to Sin; if he had liv'd 
fifty, or fixty, or ſeventy Years, he had 
Sinn'd as many; if he had livid a hnndred, 
if a thouſand Years, he had Sinn'd no few- 
er; if his Life had been eternal, his Sins 
had alſo been eternal. Becaufe therefore 
there is ſo great and to the Sinner's mind an 
eternal defire and concupiſcence of Sinning, 
the puniſhment of his Sins will alſo juſtly be 
eternal, Therefore, as Gregory inculcates - 
Let them never want puniſhment, that in 
this Life would never want Sin.

whilſt we are alive, tho we treſpaſs a thow 
find times, but at the ſame time he admo- 
niſhes us : Look to thy ſelf, now I'll pardon 
thy Sin, I won't alwarvs do it; I forewam 
and promiſe thee, whilſt thou liv'ſt the Gates 
of Mercy ſtand open to thee; enter. When 
thou art dead they ſhall be ſhut. 

Moſt juſtly indeed, For if a Damned Man 
had ask'd pardon ten thouſand times, or 
twenty, or thirty thouſand times and oftner, 
he had not receivd a denial ; after the end 
of Life, no Pardon, no Help, no Grace is to 
de hop'd for any more. 
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This was the agreement, nor were a thou- 

find admonitions wanting; that the Grace 
that was offer'd was not to be refus'd, that 
Mercy was to be embrac d whilſt it might; 
either was done; Grace was waſted, Mercy 
neglected ; it pleas'd him to be miſerable ; 
he was contented to periſh; therefore they 
that periſh, periſh by their own deſires, 
they kill themſelves with their own Wea- 
yon; they would not be the Friends of 
God, they ſhall never have the Agreement 
ir Covenant perform'd to them.

tle time our u holeſom ſighs are over. helm 
with the weight of other Cogitations; . 
Eternity being ſcarce enter'd into the Mind, 
is preſently buri'd with vain Deſires ; thence 
all the Flatteries of our former wicke& 
neſs enter and captivate the Mind as be. 
fore; ſo our Faith or Belicf which we boal 
of, is a Dreaming, or more truly, a deal 
Faith.

Michael Mercatus Senior, cor tracted an 
intimate friendſhip with Marcilius Ficinus, 
2 Man of a moſt noble Wit, which was 
increas'd by the mutual Studies of Philoſo- 
phy. Both of them learnt Plato's works 
together; it happen'd as the cuſtom was 
that they diſputed among themſelves, what's 
the State of Man after death, where the 
Soul of Man goes, and what's the Form of 
things in the other World? and this they 
drew from the opinion of Plato, and con- 
firm d it by the Holy Scriptures; the diſpute 
laſting between them a long time, both 
ame to this agreement, that one ſhould 
ficredly promiſe the other, and give their 
hands upon it, that he which died firſt, 
ſhould faithfully inform his Surviver, if God 
permitted, of the manner of the next Life. 
This was their agreement, and they ſwore te 
obſcrye it; after a little time being parted, 
they liv'd in two different Cities; Michael 
Mereatus being a Studying Philoſophy be-

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- times in the Morning, a known Friend to 
the Muſes, hears a Horſe-man 1n the next 
Street haſting full ſpeed to the Door of hi: 
Houſe, and Marſiliuss Voice calling out.

Michae! being Alarm'd at 
the Voice of his intimate Friend, runs from 
his Books, looks out at Window, and ſee: 
Marſilins on a white Horſe, with his Pack 
turn'd making off; he following him with 
2 ſpeedy Call cry'd out, Marſilins, Marſilius 
but the white Horſe-man not brooking a de- 
lay, withdrew himſelt out of fight. Michael 
being aftoniſh'd at the ſurprizing Spectacle, 
began diligently to enquire, what had hap- 
d to his Friend Marſiluus; at laſt he un. 
derſtood that Marſilius died that very hour 
at Florence, that he ſaw and heard him 
at his Houſe ; from that time Mercatus, tho 
before of a commendable Life, and laudable 
Probity, rejecting Philoſophy, reſolv'd for 
the future, to follow the Laws of Chriſtian 
Philoſophy alone; ſo being dead the re- 
mainder of his Life, to himſelf and the 
World, he gave himſelf wholly to future 
things, affidiouſly meditating on Eter- 
nity. 
§ III. The attent meditation of Eternity, 
is the beginning of a better Life; Virtue 15 
prais'd and grows cold, where eternal Life 
is not lov'd. The way to Hell is plain and 
eaſie, where the mind is not diligently bent 
to the conſideration of the Eternity of the 
Bleſſed or Damned. We 
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We know and believe this; in the mean 
time we ſleep ſoundly, and negleRt the 
chiefeſt Good; we are heard indeed to ſay, 
0 Eternity But in the mean while we take 
the irathy Goblet with a jovial Hand, and 
wallow in Gold, and ſtuff up to the very 
Throat; new and then we fetcha deep Sig 
after Erernity, but in the interim the Heart 
is ful of impure and obſcene thoughts; it 
boils with ſecret Luſts, and by hidden wan- 
derings withdraws it ſelf from its God; we 
t1irſt after the Heavenly treaſures, but its 
the mean time we ſalute the Froth of the 
Earth, Money, with very friendly Glances, 
and Sacrifice the Mimmon with private Ob- 
lations e We ſeem to fear the eternal Fires 
of Hell, but in the mean while we are all 10 
a Flame with Anger and Envy, as Emma with 
Fires ; we greedily expect eternal reſt from 
all labour, but in the mean time, we grow 
ſo heavy with ſloth, that we go from eaſe to 
eaſe, and are heartleſs and faint to all ſerious 
induſtry.
